were in the charter election. The election on the first 
Tuesday in this month furnishes such a case. 

Do the frauds committed on the first Tues- 
day in this month at the town elections fur- 
nish a justification for the monstrous ballot- 
box stuffing committed on the fourth Friday 
of the same month? The frauds practiced at 
the town elections were undoubtedly im- 
mense in many of the wards, but the matter 
in issue was so slight that nobody felt sufli- 
cient interest therein te contest them. But 
at last Friday's election the question at issue 
was a city charter, which is a very important 
matter, as it affects the whole city for many 
year,—how many no one can tell. 

The: Ring organ undertakes to cast sus- 
picion on the purity of the election in the 
Sixth Ward; also in the Fourth, Fifth, 
Twelfth, Fifteenth, and Seventeenth Wards, 
which gave majorities against the charter of 
1872. It offsets these wards against the First, 
Second, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and Elev- 
enth. We say to the Ring organ, Don't be 
quite 80 fast in tumbling to your conclu- 
sions. Just look over the following facts and 
figures before you raise the cry of stop 
thief” : 

The total vote cast in the Sixth Ward at the 
November election last fall was 3,104; while 
at the election last Friday it was only 1,133, 
or one-third as many; whereas the First Ward 
polled last fall 1,031, and on last Friday 1,762 
votes! How does it happen that the vote of 
the First Ward is nearly double what it was 
last fall? ‘That the ballot-box was “ stuffed” 
to the extent of 1,200 to 1,400 votes in this 
one ward, is too evident for serious denial. — 

Take the Second Ward: 1,525 votes were 
returned as found in the box, but last fall, 
after an exciting canvass, only 1,113 votes 
were polled. The best opinion of the ticket- 
peddlers is that not to exceed 400 votes were 


were stuffed in the box. Light is cast on 
this point by the vote of the adjoining 
Third Ward. Last fall there were polled in 
it 2,142 votes, or as many as in both the 
First and Second Wards. Last Friday 
only 887 votes were cast in the Third 
Ward. How came it that the vote 
of the Third Ward was less than one-fourth 
of what was polled last fall, while that of the 
First and Second was far greater,—3,287 last 
Friday to 2,144 last fall? The difference can 
only be accounted for by ballot-box stuffing 
to the extent of more than 2,000 tickets. 
Last fall the Fourth Ward polled 1,980 votes; 
on Friday last only 588. In the Fifth Ward 
2,517 votes were cast last fall, but on Friday 
last only 822 were polled. Yet these are two 
of the wards which the Ring organ charges 
with having committed frauds against the

This involves the assumption that honest and 

intelligent men can be elected whenever they 

are willing to stand as candidates in all parts 

of the city. Has this been the experience of 
the past? We should say not, if we refer to 
the files of the Times for the character of the 

Aldermen who have been elected over their 
opponents. Is there any better prospect for 
the future? The Ring organ knows per- 
fectly well that the chances for the future 
will be worse than those of the past, if we are 
forced to submit to the charter of 1872. 

Under that charter, the city elections will be 
transferred from the fall to the spring. 

Instead of electing Aldermen, as heretofore, 

on the same day asthe State election and 
with the check of registration, we shall have 
to vote for them in an election held under the 
auspices of the Council, with judges and 
clerks appointed by the Council, and without 
registration or any other check upon repeat- 
ing and ballot-box stuffing. All this the 
Ring organ knows perfectly well. The elec- 
tions for Aldermen will be in every respect 
like the elections for town officers. Now 
what is there to induce respectable and 
intelligent men to stand as candidates 
for the Council under such circumstances ? 
What hope is there of electing respectable 
and intelligent men under such a system, 
even if they can be induced to stand? The 
attractions are increased for the ward-bum- 
mers and pot-house politicians. They have 
special facilities for voting their repeaters 
and stuffing the ballot-boxes. They have in- 
creased opportunities for jobs and steals. 
Aldermen will probably be paid a salary, and 
this will furnish another bid for cheap bum- 
merism. The net result will be a choice as- 
sortment of second-rate political bummers, 
with unlimited control over the offices, con- 
tracts, appropriations, and taxation up to 8 
cents on the dollar of property, or nearly 
double the exorbitant rate which the prop- 
erty-owners of Chicago are now paying. 

The fact is that even the Chicago Times, 
with ita small concern about the interests of 
the city and its utter contempt for honest 
government, would scarcely commit so glar- 
ing an inconsistency, if it did not hope 
thereby to work out its editor’s private quar- 
rel with Mr. A. C. Hama. The Ines is not 
only willing to sanction ballot-box stuffing, 
but it is also willing that the tax-payers of 
Chicago shall be cursed for all time to come 
if Mr. Hzsme’s temporary discomfiture is in- 
cidental thereto. This ia just now Mr.

A CHANGE OF FRONT. 

The Chicago Times has never claimed hon- 
esty or sincerity in opinion, and has openly 
flouted all idea of consistency ; but, if it has 
been persistent in any one thing, it has been 
in a denunciation of the character of the Com- 
mon Council. It has lamented over the pow- 
ers granted to this body by the special charter 
under which Chicago is governed. It has 
frequently. declared that this chamber can 
never be improved so long as the ward sys- 
tem of polities prevails. It has reviled the 
rings that have been formed in the Council, 
and taken to itself great credit for what it 
denominates fearlessness in calling the 
Aldermen bummers, scalawags, blackmail- 
ers, thieves, ex-jail-birds, etc., etc. But 
now that the Chicago Times has become the 
organ of a majority faction in the Council, 
and of the ballot-box stuffers and the illegal 
voters acting im the Council’s interest, there 
is a sudden and somewhat surprising change 
of front. It is in favor of the charter of 
1872, because this charter enlarges the 
powers of the Council enormously, and 
“* elevates that body to the importance of a 
Legislature.” The same body which has been 
unconscionable in the exercise of limited 
powers, according to the Tune, is suddenly 
transformed into a model of honor, integrity, 
and ability by the assumption of unlimited 
authority, by the same concern. That is, the 
man who has been corrupt and licentious 
even under restraint, immediately be- 
comes honest and virtuous when the 
restraint is removed. Just what principle or 
precedent all this is based on we fear nobody 
outside the old man in the Times office 
can explain. Asa matter of fact, the very 
first act of the Common Council, under the 
cool assumption that the charter of 1872 had 
been adopted before the returns were can- 
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nt the appearance of Chicago and its vicin- 
ity.” And indeed this seems to have been a 
Melancholy locality at that time. The gar- 
rison of about eighty men could not, 


unfitted for vegetation ;

The city 
which is now the greatest provision-mart in 
the world, handling every year twice the 
grain handled by the two greatest grain-ports 
in Europe together, then depended for pro- 
visions upon St. Louis and Mackinaw. 

The village,” says the history, presents 
no cheering prospect.” The Chicago of 1823 
consisted of a New huts,” which were low, 
filthy, and disgusting,” and were inhabited by 
‘*a miserable race of men, scarcely equal to the 
Indians from whom they are descended.” The 
low, filthy, and disgusting huts have become 
lofty, splendid, and ornate palaces, and the 
men of those times having become extinct, 
modesty forbids our sketching the character- 
istics of the modern Chicagoan. Still, it is 
permitted us to say that the world is never 
weary of praising his energy, his tact, his 
courage, and his ability, and that he is never 
weary of hearing the world indulge in these 
outbursts of truth. 

The explorers found a few specimens of 
copper ore in this vicinity, and were much 
puzzled thereat, for they could discover no 
traces of a mine. The specimens were 
doubtless swept down here during the 
glacial period by an ice-drift from Lake Su- 
perior. 

The sketch of the neighborhood shows that 
the party was here ata time of high water, 
for the visitors on June 9 rowed up the Chi- 
cago River, which was narrow, rapid (), 
and crooked, presenting a great fall,” 
and crossed to the Desplaines. They 
suggest that Lake Michigan probably 
discharged its waters, atone time, into the 
Mississippi, and say that the communication 
could be re-established, and that the best 
way would be to prolong the little Cal- 
amick,” down at Wolf Lake, South Chicago, 
to the Desplaines. 

These early visitors indulge in very gloomy 
prophesies about the future of Chicago. It 
offers no inducement to the settler,” they say. 
The lake-trade then amounted to the cargoes 
of five er six schooners during the year. Not 
much more could be hoped for. Lake nuv- 
igation was dangerous, there were no good 
harbors, and the great sand-bars would pre- 
vent any important improvement of the port 
of Chicago. Still, the explorers thought that 
when the banks of the Illinois River and the 
country between them and Fort Wayne had 
been thickly settled—not till then Chicago 
might be one of the points” for the trade 
between the Lakes and the Mississippi,* but 
could never amount to much then. 

If any of these prophets of evil are alive, 
they ought to come back here now and see 
how gross was the mistake they made. If 
one of them had bought afew acres of that 
muddy and shallow soil in 1823, he would 
have made his children millionaires. Por the 
mud-hole has become a metropolis. 

THE COMPTROLLER’S REPORT. 

The report of the Comptroller of Chicago, 
presented to the Finance Committee of the 
Council, confirms the statement made by 
Tun Tao last Sunday, that there was on 
the Ist of April @ deficit of uncollected taxes 
amounting to $6,752,000, against which there 
was of necessity an unsettled liability of the 
city largely bearing interest. The city holds 
as assets the following:

There are, however, appropriations made 
which have only been partially expended, but 
some of which are under contract, and all to 
be expended ; the unexpended appropriations 


warrants for personal taxes of 1871, 2, and 
‘3, amounting to $490,224, and im the tax- 
warrant for 1874 is included $658,208 for per- 
sonal taxes. The uncollected personal tax is 
$1,148,432. Of this sum s large amount 
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and the application of: the funds to the re- 
demption of the unfunded liabilities, It 
costs the city, in one way or the other, at 
least 10 per cent additional in all its expend- 
itures because of having to pay ita way in 
borrowed money. If it were in a condition 
to pay as it goes, it would save a large per- 
centage of cost. 

The temporary embarrassment of the city 
for the want of the uncollected taxes is a 
strong admonition to those who owe these 
these taxes to pay the same without delay, 
especially the tax on personal The 
City Government cannot be conducted with- 
out its lawful revenue, and the taxes due are 
as much a debt demanding prompt payment 
as if due to private persons. | 

The Common Council also, in the annual 
appropriation bill, should make some pro- 
vision for the gradtal extinction of this def- 
it, and the retirement of all the floating 
debt of the city. It can do this better by ex- 
ercising a discrimination in its expenditures. 
The water fund which the city has borrowed 
will soon be needed for the completion of the 
West Side Water-Works, and the tax levied 
for water-service should be apportioned with 
that view. The great and pressing demand 
for sewers which existed a few years ago has 
been to a great extent met, and there is no 
longer the occasion for immense expenditures 
for that purpose. Certainly none but inhab- 
ited localities should be sewered in the pres- 
ent financial condition of the city. The Fi- 
nance Committee will, we hope, reject all 
schemes and jobs to purchase any more real 
estate. The city is in the market as a seller, 
and can well afford to decline buying any, es- 
pecially for enlarging parks. 

What the city wants now, to rescue her 
from the financial embarrassments which 
compel her to make expenditures from one to 
two years in advance of the revenne for that 
purpose, is, first, that property-owners pay 
their taxes ; secondly, that the city cut off 
all expenditures not indispensable, and that 
the surplus revenue levied for particular pur- 
poses shall be applied to the payment of 
arrearages to those funds. Unless this deficit 
be soon attacked, it will before long become 
overwhelming. 


IMMORALITY OF THE LOBBY. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
arecent decision, has declared that all con- 
tracts for the compensation of persons acting 
as agents and lobbyists to obtain the passage 
of laws by Congress for the payment of 
claims are void, because opposed to public 
policy and public morals. The case in which 
this decision was made was that of the claim 
of the heirs of N. P. Tur. Mr. Tamr was 
a clerk in the State Department, and when 
Gen. Scorr was in the City of Mexico he was 
sent to that city with some papers. While 
there, acting on his own motion, he nego- 
tiated a treaty of peace with Mexico. 
The United States, knowing nothing of 
Tur movements, sent an Extraor- 
dinary Commission to Mexico, and, as 
the Commissioners entered Mexico, Tier 
was leaving it with his treaty in his 
pocket. President Porm was anxious for 
peace, and, without approving of Txist’s 
conduct, he sent the treaty to the Senate, 
which body ratified it. Poor Tutsr, however, 
was dismissed, and got no compensation. 
This was in 1848. In his old age he petitioned 
Congress for compensation, and, after vainly 
waiting several years for compensation, em- 
ployed one of the chiefs of the lobby, agree- 
ing to give him one-fourth of the claim. 
While it was pending the agent died, but his 
son, who had succeeded to the business in 
the lobby, carried on the business, In 1870 
Congress appropriated $14,500 to pay the 
claim. Tuer refused to pay the lobbyist 
because he had rendered no service, whereupon 
the lobbyist obtained an injunction upon the 
Treasury, and the money wastied up. The 


case was then taken to the Supreme Court, 


which body set aside the injunction and or- 
dered the money to be paid to Txisr’s heirs, 
he having in the meantime died without re- 
ceiving anything during his life. 

The Supreme Court, while admitting that 
there was no evidence in this case of a cor- 
rupt bargain, used this language : 

Nevertheless, the theory of our Government is, that 
all public stations are trusts, and that those clothed 
with them are to be animated in the discharge of their 
duties solely by considerations of right and justice

quired. The Commissioners were appointed 
and reported their proceedings, which were 
confirmed by the Court in December, 1870. 
This award allowed Danrex Gaznison $40,000 
damages for a portion of his leasehold estate 
taken, and the time for the actual opening of 
the street was fixed for Dec. 31, 1870.
